Keſolve — That in future, no entered apprentice ſhall be 
paſſed to the degree of fellow-craft, or fellow- craft raiſed 
to the ſublime degree of maſter Maſon, in a different Lodge 


from that wherein he was initiated, or within whoſe limits 


he actually reſides, without a concurrence of the Lodge in 
which he was ſo initiated firſt had and obtained, which con- 
currence ſhall be ſignified by ballot, in the ſame way as for 
the admiſſion of a candidate. 

Reſolved—That the Maſters of the ſeveral Lodges ack- 
n the juriſdiction of this Grand Lodge, be direct. 
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4 perſonally to attend the Officers of the Grand Lodge, 


at their Lodge-Room in the City of New- Haven, on the 
day after the communication in October next, at ten o- 
clock forenoon, on buſineſs of Importance. 

Reſokved— That the Grand Secretary be "II to an- 
nex numbers to the feveral Lodges, holding juriſdic- 
tion under this Grand Lodge, agreeably to the dates of 
their reſpective Charters, and tranſmit them with the bs 
ceedings of this Grand Lodge.
